Pablo studied English in Uruguay for four years, before 
coming to the United States. He attended a high school 
called Joaquin Suarez. There are approximately 1,500 
students attending the school. Pablo describes his 
school’s system of education as difficult as in that the 
government chooses the subjects they take all the way 
through school.

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Simo Holmila comes from Finland which is a small 
republic of 4.7 million people in Scandinavia 
between Sweden and U.S.S.R. Simo is 17, and the 
only child of his family. Both parents are working. 
His father is a bank manager and his mother a 
clerk. He says they are both remarkably musical 
and says that that accounts for his interests in 
music. He enjoys listening to music, playing blues, 
and jazz (and having an altogether good time). 


Simo played with Armijo’s marching, concert, pep, 
and jazz bands. In Finland he played with his own 
blues band called Hojas. He played piano, guitar, 
percussion, and he also sings once in a while. 


Finland is, as said, a small republic. The govern- 
ment runs a lot like here in the U.S.A., the only 
big difference is that Finland has 8 political parties 
(Communist included). Because the Soviet Union 
is their neighbor and such a big country, Finland 
has to (when deciding about political problems) 
somewhat guess what the U.S.S.R. would want 
them to do. This is not to say that Finland is 
under communistic regime. It just means that good 
diplomats are needed in Finland. 


This is what Simo had to say about his country. 
He says that the students at Armijo are wonderful 
and he is enjoying every minute of his stay here.

Armiyo finished its 1970 football season in a tie for third place in the new Delta League. 
The Indians compiled a 2—2—1 league record and a 3—S—1 overall mark. 


The Indians edged Fairfield High, 30—28, but dropped a squeaker, 21—20, to Vanden to 
bring about a tie in the city standings. Armijo’s other wins included a 22—8 victory over 
Davis and a 32—14 win over Washington. A 14—14 deadlock with Vacaville caused a tie 
for third place in the Delta League with the Bulldogs. The Indians’ trip to Reno ended in 
a 28—0 loss to Wooster. 


Allan Grant was again voted the team’s most outstanding player and most valuable back. 
Allan rushed for a school and city record 1122 yards, bringing his varsity career yardage 
to 2213.
